Two  drugs  used  extensively  in  the  United  States 
for  25  years  can  cause  birth  defects,  a  BYU  zoology 
professor  said  at  Tuesday’s  forum.

“This  drug  can  get  into  the  environment  easily,” 


The  drugs,  DES  and  4CB,  can  cause  defects  in 
embryos  and  fetuses,  said  Dr.  William  S.  Brad¬ 
shaw,  an  associate  professor  of  zoology  at  BYU. 

Testing  at  BYU  has  shown  the  drugs  to  be  lethal 
to  animal  fetuses,  he  said. 


Bradshaw  said  this  drug  causes  severe  intestinal 
bleeding  in  the  fetuses  of  test  animal  mothers  to 
whom  the  drug  is  administered.  The  drug  also 
causes  problems  in  lung  maturation,  he  said. 

“It  thickens  walls  in  the  lung,”  said  Bradshaw, 
“inhibiting  the  animal  from  breathing  normally.”

Reeve  says  he 
plans  to,  drop  the  San  Diego 
game  from  his  proposal  and  in¬ 
clude,  instead,  three  basketball 
weekend:  BYU  vs.  Colorado,  BYU  vs. 


games  to  be  played  o- 
Wyoming,  and  BYU  vs.  Air  Force. 

To  justify  his  proposal,  Reeve  says  he  will  organize  cheerleading 
workshops  and  young  adult  firesides  while  attending  these  games. 

Although  no  decision  was  reached  by  the  council  at  that  meeting,  the 
council  will  vote  on  Reeve’s  proposal  next  Tuesday. 

According  to  a  random  telephone  poll  of  64  students  conducted 
during  spring  term  students  are  split  50-50  on  the  issue.  Of  the  37 
students  who  initially  opposed  the  proposal,  73  percent  said  they 
would  favor  having  the  athletics  vipe  president  travel  to  selected 
games  if  he  were  involved  in  public  relations  efforts  or  firesides. 

Despite  this  seeming  student  support,  we  cannot  help  but  wohder  if 
the  $696  it  is  estimated  will  be  spent  by  Reeve  to  travel  to  the  three 
games  could  be  put  to  better  use. 

We  doubt  many  of  the  football  or  basketball  players  know  or  even 
care  if  Reeve  shows  up  at  their  games.  Even  if  they  do  know,  he  cannot 
lend  any  more  support  than  any  other  student  —  his  title  does  not 
make  his  cheers  more  effective. 

Reeve’s  justifications  for  the  trips  are  weak  at  best.  After  all,  he’s

news  media  elite  are  almost  the  re¬ 
verse  of  the  political  beliefs  of  the 
general  American  public. 

Sixty-minute  interviews  with  240 
editors  and  reporters  from  ABC-, 
NBC-,  and  CBS-TV  News,  “The  Wall 
•Street  Journal,”  “The  New  York 
Times,”  “The  Washington*Post,” 
“Time,”  “Newsweek,”  and  “U.S. 
News  &  World  Report”  yielded  the 
following  results: 

1.  Eight  percent  of  the  newsmen 
attend  church  weekly.  Forty-one  per¬ 
cent  of  the  general  public  attends 
church  weekly. 

2.  Fifty  percent  of  the  newsmen 
claim  to  have  a  religious  affiliation. 
Seventy  percent  of  the  general  public 
claims  a  religious  affiliation. 

3.  Fifteen  percent  of  the  newsmen 

believe  adultery  is  morally  wrong. 
Eighty-five  percent  of  the  general 
public  b  ”  .

4.  Ninety  percent  of  the 
believe  abortion  is  morally  accept¬ 
able.  Sixty-five  percent  of  the  general 
pubbc  believes  abortion  to  be  morally 
unacceptable. 

5.  Seventy-five  percent  of  the 
newsmen  believe  homosexuality  is 
morally  acceptable.  Seventy-one  per¬ 
cent  of  the  general  public  believes 
homosexuality  to  be  morally  un¬ 
acceptable. 

6.  Ninety-four  percent  of  the  news¬ 
men  voted  for  Johnson  in  1964, 87  per¬ 
cent  voted  for  Humphrey  in  1968,  81 
percent  voted  for  McGovern  in  1972, 
and  81  percent  voted  for  Carter  in 


1976.  There  are  few  special  interest 
groups  whose  members  vote  so  con¬ 
sistently  as  a  bloc. 

Robert  Lickter  and  Stanley  Roth¬ 
man,  authors  of  the  news  media 
study,  further  characterize  the  news 
media  elite  as  “very  secular,  cosmo¬ 
politan,  Northeastern,  liberal,  high¬ 
ly-educated,”  predominantly  white, 
male,  30-to  50-years-old,  and  strongly 
in  support  of  “environmental  protec¬ 
tion,  affirmative  action,  women’s 
rights,  homosexual  rights,  and  sexual 
freedom  in  general.” 

The  Lickter  and  Rothman  study 
also  revealed  that  over  50  percent  of 
the  newsmen  believed  that  “the  Un¬ 
ited  States  exploits  the  Third  World 
and  causes  poverty.” 

As  for  the  newsmen’s  personal 
backgrounds,  40  percent  are  from 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  or  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  “their  parents  tended  to  be 
well-off,  highly-educated  members  of 
the  upper  middle-class.” 

All  of  which  brings  us  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  “Is  it  possible  for  newsman  to 
objectively  report  the  news?”  Well, 
the  newsmen  say  it’s  possible.  They 
say  most  experienced  journalists  can 
look  at  events  with  the  eyes  of  the 
average  reader,  answering  the  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  “Kansas  City  milkman,” 
free  of  personal  attitudes.  They  say  a 
self-detachment  and  identification 
with  wider  human  concerns  than  their 
own  comes  automatically  to  practiced 
journalists.

Regarding  Ms.  Wright’s  editorial 
in  The  Universe  of  July  29, 1982,  her 
points  on  women  obtaining  an  educa¬ 
tion  and  going  on  to  become  doctors, 
physicists,  engineers,  et  cetera,  in 
addition  to  being  fulfilled  mothers  and 
wives,  are  very  well  received.

Dwelling  on  outer  appearances  to  such  a  degree 
can  generate  plastic  and  false  relationships  or  judg¬ 
ments,  and  thus  contribute  to  the  negative  feelings 
that  many  sense  in  the  atmosphere  at  BYU.

Emphasis  put  on  a  fit  and  healthy  body  can  be 
positive.  Stress  on  health  is  ah  integral  part  of  BYU 
and  the  church-based  values  taught  here.
